United States, could withstand such a 
strain as Russia is now undergoing, and 
there is no Nation in tho world, except 


authorized by tho Czar to giot money for 
the sufferers, and the bulk of tho gifts 
have come from tho people. 


Consul General Crawford 
ostimatos 
that tbo gifts of private citizens in Russia 
to this famine have been not les3 than 
350,000,000 roubles or the enormous 
sum of 6175,000,000. 
The gifts almo«t 
surpass comprohonsion, and all told, not* 
withstanding tho vast 
population of 
Russia, they amount, including those of 
the Government, to $3 for each man, 
woman and child in the whole Russian 
Empire, or to $15 per family. When you 
rcmomber that of the twenty cdd million 
families that 
make 
up tho Russian 
people not many more than one million 
of them probably has ever had Sl5 at 
one time in its possession you got some 
idea of tho mighty strain this has been 
on those who could give and have given. 
The nobilitv have in all cases led the list, 
and hundreds of well-educated girls and 
women of the best families of this and 
other Russian cities are now in the famine 
districts fightincr the demons of starva- 
tion, typhus fever and the smallpox in 
behalf of the peasants. 
A 'number 
of 
these ladies have caught the diseases of 
the peasants, and a Russian countess who 
went from St. Petersburg "was among 
those who took the smallpox. 
Almost 
all of the great lauded proprietors in the 
famine districts are doincr what they can 
to help their people. 
I bear of men who 
have been feedini? and cariniy for five, 
ten and in some cases even twenty and 
twonty-five thousand peasants, and Count 
Bobrinsky, who is at the head of the 
transportation of famine relief here, is, 
in connection with his family, support- 
ing nearly thirty thousand people out of 
his own means, and at tho same timo aid- 
ins? in the distribution of tho foreign 
and Government relief fund amoncr the

RUSSIAN FAnifERS.

An English writer tells an 
story of a country house where a regular 
daily routine is observed, and whore no 
chanco is given ono of breaking 
the 
monotony. 
It is of a man who wanted 
to stay in a country-house, thinking it 
would give him tho opportunity of pro- 
posing to a gill with whom he had been 
in love for a long time. 
His visit was 
to last a fortnight, but tho last evening

and, as one of the chief officials of the 
Government said to me latterly, the Czar 
does not expect repayment. 
He always 
gives a prosent to the people upon certain 
occasions, such as the coronation of a 
grand duke, and at tho next event one of 
his presents will probably be the forgiv

ing of this debt. 
This one hundred mil- 
lion dollars was given almost outright by 
tho Government, but in addiion to it 
numerous gchomea have been favored and 


people outside of his estates. 


This relief work is not done spasmod- 
ically nor without system. 
There is a 
thorough 
organization, and as 
good 
brains as you will find anywhere in the 
woild are managing it. 
Tho peasants 
themselves are like children, and they 
require the advice and the care of chil- 
dren. 
These people of 
Russia of tho 
highest classes go and stay with them. 
They visit them in their huts, take care 
of the sick—for there are but few doc- 
tors—and nurse them. With them is the 
Russian Red Cross which has raised 
about §35,000,000 for the sufferers, and 
which works, as do nil outside institu- 
tions, directly under the Government. 


Tho Government of Russia is planning 
great works to prevent the recurrence of 
such a condition as now exists. 
A fund 
of $10,000,OUO has been set aside to 
build elevators and places for the stor- 
ago of grain in all of the various districts, 
and through our Consul General, 
Dr. 
John M. Cra??ford, the Interior Depart- 
ment has investigated oursjistem of crop 
reports and has just now decided to 
adopt this system for Russia. 
Secretary 
Rusk 
forwarded full information and 
from now ou tho same organized system 
that we have constructed will bo in 
force here. 
Heretofore Russia has had 
no agricultural statistics and the peas- 
ants have lived from hand to mouth. 
They are not economical or thrifty nor 
accumulative in ourseuso of tho word, 
and it requires a study of their character 
and their condition to understand the 
situation. 


No one who visits Russm can bo un- 
impressed with the strength of character 
seen in the faces of the people. 
1 first 
saw these Russian peasants at Jerusalem 
about four ^ears ago. 
It was at Easter 
time, and they bad come by the thou- 
sands on a pilgrimage to tho holy sepul- 
clier, and of the polyglot humanity which 
was gathered there from the four quar- 
ters of the world there were none so 
strong in feature and in frame as these 
Slavs, 
I see hero every day walking tho 
streets of St. Petersburg with bundles on 
their backs, driving cabs or droschkies 
and working on the streets, men whose 
nobility and strength of features would 
create remark in tho American crowd, 
ari<d at every corner you moot men whose 
faces are such that you would be proud 
to acknowledge them if you found thom 
among your ancestral portraits. 
Their 
foreheada are high and broad, their eyes 


stay. 
The women are of the same char- 
acter as the men. 
They arc not hand- 
some nor pretty, but they look kind and 
motherly and what wo would call fine 
looking. They lack taste in dress, have jno 
ideas of tho harmony of colors, and wear 
—I mean tho peasants—handkerchiefs 
of all brightest colors of tho rainbow 
upon their heads. 
Their dresses are of 
red, blue or other gay colors, and they 
are gathered in at the neck and waist, 
and fall to the feet in ungraceful folds. 
They are sturdy of frame and rather dull 
and quiet in manner. 
They do as much 
work as the men, and the men 
and 
women work in the fields side by side. 
Tho men of the lower classes, as I sec 
them here, are more picturesque in their 
dress than tho women, 
Russia is the 
land of the cap, the long coat and tho 
top boots, and the peasants wear coats of 
homespun, with long frocks, and even 
such as dress in sheepskins, with the fur 
turned in, have their coats reaching to 
below the knees. 
Here in St. Peters- 
burg I see few without overcoats, but 
further south the peasant man's dress is 
of red calico, shirt ana pantaloons, tho 
shirt coming outside the pants 
and 
belted at the waist, and his feet are cov- 
ered with a sort of coarsely woven straw 
shoe and his ankles are swaddled in rags. 
The better class of poor people or tho 
ordinarily well-to-do 
men here 
wear 
long coats, with top boots, and the Na- 
tional 
cap is worn by nearly 
every 
one. 
This is to a large extent 
tho 
costume of tho rich, though the wealthy 
all over the civilized world dress much 
the same as we do. 
Tho difference hero 
s largely in the quality of goods worn, 
and St. Petersburg may be said to be a 
city where the people wear ulsters, capa 
and high boots the year round, no mat- 
ter whether it be as hot as Tophet or as 
cold as Alaska. 
These Russian boots 
are worth looking at. 
They are about 
the only cheap thing in Russia, and you 
can get a pair made to order for five 
dollars. 
The same leather and the same 
work in the United States would cost 
you twenty-five dollars, and the finish of 
tho best leather is as fine at that of a 
portfolio or pocket book. 
Theso boots 


military attache of our legation hero, 
told me yesterday that his coachman ap- 
peared to be of dime-museum fatness 
when he engaged him, and that he sup- 
posed his great frame was that of nature, 
until one day he mot him before ho had 
put in bis pads and he was as thin as a 
rail and looked so different that it was 
some timo before he know him. 


Speaking of Russian caps, tho officers 
whom you seo here by thn thousand all 
wear them, and tho most of tho soldiers 
have caps as a part of their uniform. 
Every servant or messenger wears a cap 
and the boys from the age of four wear 
long-visored caps and 
little overcoats 
just like their fathers. 
Even tho little 
girls wear caps, and tho favorite head 
covering of tho little maidens of from 
two to six or seven years, whom I see 
running about with their nurses in tho 
parks, is a jockey cap of tho brightest 
red, blue, yellow or green silk. 
The 
colors of the caps of tho men are usually 
dark, though they are trimmed with all 
shades of borders and bands, and each, 
color denotes something. 
The police- 
men, as a rule, have red bauds about 
their caps. 
Some of the private soldiers 
wear caps of white. 
Others wear caps 
like Tam O'Shanters, and the cavalry 
bavo as many different kinds of headgear 
as tho infantry. 
Some officers havo 
green bands about their caps and othera 
blue, and in short there is every possible 
cap combination from tho shaggy fur of 
the peasant from the wilds of north 
Russia to the brimless astrakhan, which, 
with It red silk crown, covers tho head 
of the cartridge 
breasted 
Caucassian 
soldiers. 
The overcoats of tho people 
from tho different parts oi the country 
I arc also different, and the oflicers wear 
coats of different colors and of different 
grades of length, ranging from the fp.eb 
to the top of the boots in size. 
All told 
the dress of the men 
is tho most 
picturesque one of Europe, 
and 
tho 
crowds -which throng the streets of St. 
Petersburg are like those of no other 
capital of tho world. 
The men are 
naturally large and fine-looking. 
Theso 
long ulsters make them look bicfger, and 
the general effect produced is that of a 
Nation of giants. 


Milking by Machinery. 


Numerous arrangements have been sug- 
gested for lessening the labor of milkinfj, 
but the latest product of inventive 'geniuj 
in this direction is shown in the accoin- 
panyin^ illustration. 
The device was 
shown in operation at the recent A^ri- 
cultural Show held in England, where

reach to the knees, and tho best of them 
shine like patent leather, 
Tno panta- 
loons are always tucked inside of them 
and theie is a fancy section about six 
inches wido above tho ankle of every 
boot, in which the 
leather lies in 
wrinkles with the regularity of a wash- 
board, 
It takes at least twice as much 
leather to make a pair of Russian boots 
as it does an American pair, and the 
same may be said of the Russian over- 
coat. 
The droschky drivers wear more 
cloth than any other cabmen the world 
over. 
It takes more of good cloth—for 
tho blue goods thoy wear seem to bo of ex- 
cellent material—to make a droschky 
driver's coat than to make a ladies' 
trained ball dress, and this coat has to be 
padded and quilted. 
This coat has long 
skirts, and it is made very large so that 
the cabby can stuff hi« body out, aud 
especially his back, to give himself the 
appearance of prosperous fatness. Nine- 
tenths of these drivers are padded in this 
way, and no well-to-do man would own 
a lean coachman.

it attracted considerable attention on ac- 
count of its novel features. 


In this machine all four of the teats 
are milked simultaneously by two pairj 
of elastic and feathering roller segments, 
having rocking, approaching and reced- 
ing movements. 
The teats are squeezed 
from tho upper ends down to the bot- 
tom and while ono pair of rollers ap- 
proach each other, squeezing the teats 
on the right side, the pair on tho left 
side recede. 


The machino rests in a self-adjusting 
frame, suspended on tho cow, and is not 
aiiected by any movements that may bo 
made by the animal during tho milking. 
The operator turns a handle situated at 
arm's length from tho right side of tho 
cow, and connected with the main shaft 
by a flat link chain. 
Tho milk flows 
through a funnel into the milk-can, and 
tho operator is thus able to seo when the 
cow is milked clean—that is, when no 
more milk flows. It is claimed that tbo 
machine will make milking a cleaner and 
easier work, and, as it does not require 
any special training, any person will ba 
able, after a little practice, to milk a 
largo number of cows quicker and bettor 
than trained milkers by hand. 
From 
practical experiment, cows appear to like 
the process, and keep perfectly quiet 
during the operation.—St. Louis Reuub- 
lie.

Meadows will be much helped by a 
liberal dressing of manure immediately 
after getting oil the hay. 
The sudden 
change from dense shade and ample 
moisture to bright hot sun and scorching 
dryness by the mowing is very trying to 
the grass root«, and undoubtedly is one 
reason why our meadows are so short 
lived. 
To top drtss the grass with ma- 
nure is thus a most eilective help, and 
without it is hardly possible to maintain 
the grass in permanent good condition. 
The manure should be fine and well 
rotted, so that it may not choke the 
grass.—New York Times.

There are many things which seem to 
have had their influence in preventing un 
overproduction of good fruit, 
la the 
first place not one-half the trees planted 
ever reach a bearing age, and of those 
that do live and thrive not more than 
half bear fruit of any special value to 
the owner, because tbe varieties are not 
adapted to the climate or other condi- 
tions under which they are grown. 
Blight, noxious insects, and general neg- 
lect all contribute to keep the supply 
of good fruit djown to or a little below 
the demand. Thousands may sow where 
but few reap is as true to-day as in any 
age of the world, and it is well that it is 
so, else the truly deserving would have 
less to show for their skill and industry. 
The immense increase in population has, 
of course, given a proportionate increase 
in consumption, while the modern facili- 
ties for transportation of fruit from one 
part of the country to another, as well as 
to foreign ports, has helped enormouslv 
in providing good markets. 
In addition 
to all of these, the drying or evaporation 
of the perishable fruits of late years has 
stimulated the production of such kinds, 
and it is likely to continue, because there 
are many foreign Nations who want our 
dried 
fruits in immense 
quantities. 
Under present conditions we think there 
is little danger of overproduction of 
choice fruits of any kind in this coun- 
try, at least not until all who attempt 
its cultivation know more about the 
business than they do at the present day. 
—New York Sun. 


the stock kept thrifty when otherwise 
they would be almost certain to run 
down. 
In some cases, when the mea* 
dows have been cut reasonably early, 
there is no question but that pasturino 
can be done without injury, if care is 
taken not to allow the stock to crop the 
grass down too close. 
In most cases il 
will be better to cut and feed somegreec 
crop at this time rather than allow the 
meadows to bo eaten down close. 


Of course, in many cases the meadowi 
are pastured one season and a fair croj: 
of hay is harvested, but this is not prool 
that the meadows were not damaged o*. 
that a larger and more profitable crof 
would not have been secured if the stocl 
had been kept out. 
With hay, as witl 
all other crops grown on the farm, Q 
large yield of good quality means a pay- 
ing crop, while a light yield will barely 
pay expenses. 
In many localities it is 
quite an item to keep a meadow as long 
as a good growth and yield can be had, 
and to do this care must be taken of it. 
If pastured too closely in hot, dry wea- 
ther more or less of the plants will bo 
killed out, and if this is kept up a re- 
seeding will be necessary. 


Extremes should be avoided. 
In o 
favorable season, when a good growth 
has been made, some pasturing can often 
be done with benefit. 
But again, when 
hot weather sets in, as is often the case 
immediately after hay harvest, pasturing 
is frequently a serious injury, and in any 
season considerable damage will be done 
if the stock is allowed to eat the grass 
down too close.—St. Louis Republic,

A study of whole and piece root graft- 
ing has been begun at the Illinois Station. 
For this purpose more than 2000 grafts 
•were put up and set, though many of 
them failed to grow. 
Advocates of the 
whole root method claim as its greatest 
advantage that the graft is set on the 
collar of the seedling tree, that there 
alone As the natural place for union be- 
tween the trunk of the tree and the root, 
and that to put the graft on any other 
part of the root must necessarily make a 
less perfect union and consequently a 
poorer tree in the nursery and a less en- 
during and perfect orchard tree. 
Many 
of them do not advocate the use of the 
•whole rooti as one would naturally bo 
led to suppose, but what is usually 
called the upper cut, five to six inches 
long, from the collar down. 


As reported by Messrs. Burrill and 
3IcCIuer, station horticulturists, they have 
used roots in various forms, from whole 
roots ten inches long, to roots cut into 
pieces of dilierent lengths, with cions 
set two inches above the collar, on the 
collar and two inches below the collar. 


The conclusions from one year's work 
are; The 
hole root has no advantage 
over a piece root of the same size, 
(bize 
refers to both length and thickness.) 


hoots with small side branches left on 
gave better results than roots of the same 
size with the rootlets cut away. 


Hoots five inches long gave better re- 
sults than roots four inches, two inches 
or one inch long. 


Roots five inches long, not trimmed, 
gave nearly as good results as roots ten 
inches long,—New York \Yorld.

examined, the proportion of

filling, 
was only one in 
eight-con. 
Even more alarming are the dcatul 
statistics of 
Leeds, 
where 90 per 
cent, of the toeth of the population 
lire bad. 
Furthermore. 
Sir 
James 
iitatcd that no fower than 10,000,000 
of artiflcial teeth are used 
in En- 
gland annually. 
Of tho throe causcs 
to which Sir Jamos Crichton Browne 
attributed the present parlous condi- 
tion of the human tooth—soft fond, 
high pressure and vitiated 
atmos- 
phere—the first, at least, is by no 
means an inevitable 
condition of 
latter-day life. 
On the other hand, 
the nervous tension of modern ex- 
lst<^nce and 
the growth 
of 
large 
towns arc factors which cannot be 
eliminated 
from the groat 
dental 
problem, and are bound to oxort an 
Increasingly destructive iniluoncc on 
the type of the ci)ming man. 
Wc 
are rapidly tending toward an era of 
total baldnoss, and this, it soems, is 
to De further aggravated by tooth- 
lessness.

2. Giving Nam^i, &c.—Voters must 
go first to the oflicers in charge of the 
ballots and stale name and 
address. 
The right to vote must be proved and 
the voter allowed to pass the guard rail 
before he can receive a ballot. Section 
22. 


3. Preparing Ballots,—Voters must 
prepare their ballots fortwith, and in 
the compartments. Section 23. 


A cross (X) marked in the square at 
the right of a party name mdicates a 
vote for all the candidates of that party. 


A cross (X) marked in the square at 
the right of the name of a candidate 
indicates a vote for that candidate. 


Crosses must be marked in the prop- 
er squares only. 


It candidates of different parties are 
voted tor the squares at the right of the 
party names must be left blank. 
Names must not be crossed out. 
Names must be inserted in the prop- 
er blank spaces only, and not in spaces 
where names are already printed. 


Names can be inserted by writing, 
hand'stamp,sticker or any other means, 
not infringing thesecresy of the ballot. 


Names inserted can be marked, but 
this is not necessary. 


Names printed on the ballol must not 
be inserted. 


^Note.—When a canidate has died 
or withdrawn and a substitute is nom- 
inated atter the ballots are printed the 
new name is to be printed on an offi- 
cial sticker. 
See section twelve. 
This 
should obviously be inserted over the 
name of the deceased or 
withdrawn 
candidate,) 


4. Help in Preparing Ballots.—Vot- 
ers unable to prepare their own ballots 
can be helped to do so, but only in case 
ol actual disability, which must be ex 
plicitly declared to the jud^e. 
Section 
twenty-nine. 


(Note.—To preserve order this should 
be done before the voter enters the en- 
closed space.) 


A voter desiring help must hinr.self 
select another voter of the disrict to 
help him. 
Section twenty seven. 


A voter who receives such help with- 
out being actually unable to prepare 
his ballot will be liable to indictment 
ior unlawfully showirg his ballot. Sec- 
tion 31. 


A voter who attempts to influence 
the vote of one whom he is helping will 
be liable to indictment for unlawful 
electioi leering. 
Sections 24, 31. 


( N o t e — A voter who, in helping an- 
other,prepares the ballot otherwise than 
as desired, will be liable to indictment 
for forgery.) 


5, Folding and 
giving in Ballots, 
&c.—Ballots must be folded so as to 
show only the endorsement. Section 26. 


Where a ballot has been spoiled ac- 
cidentally another can be obtained in 
Its place on surrendering it. Section 26. 


No ballot, whether marked or not, 
can be taken from the room. 
Sec. 26. 


(Note.—As the constitution provides 
that every ballot ««shall be numbered m 
the order in which it shall be receiv. 
ed," each voter must give up each bal- 
lot to the inspector to number and de 
posit it, as had been the rule heretofore, 
liy the new law the inspector must in 
the 
presence of the voter, fasten the 
coiner securely down over the number, 
and voters should see that this is done 
and that the ballot is then placed in 
the box.) 


6. Challenges should be made before 
a voter receivcb his ballot, if possible, 
but may be made at any time beiurt 
he casts it.

CANNING PEACHES AND PE\'RS. 


To can peaches or pears, 
'e 
two 
kettles. 
In one have your tugar and 
water and boil the fruit in 
this. 
In 
another have a boiling syrup made 
oí 
white sugar and water, about one heap- 
ing cup of sugar and a scant half-cup of 
water. 
When the fruit is thoroughly 
heated and so soft that it can be pierced 
with a fork, take it out with a wire 
spoon or skimmer and place in a glass 
jar. 
Fill to the top and then pour in 
all the syrup possible. 
The water in 
which the fruit is cooked can be 
boiled 
down and by adding more sugar you can 
have marmalade. 
To prepare peaches 
for canning, pare with a thin, 
sharp 
knife, halve and remove the stone. 
Do 
not prepare more than enough for one jar 
at a time, as they discolor so 
rapidly. 
Have all your jars perfectly sweet, wring 
a towel out of cold water, lay one end 
down, set the jar on it and wrap the rest 
of the towel round the jar. 
This is a 
better process th&n putting the jars in 
hot water before putting in the fruit.

EASY WAY TO WASII DISHES. 
I have an improved plan for washing 
dishes, writes a housewife, which has 
been practised in some households in 
this city, and which has been

First, have your water boiling hot. 
This is essential. 
Provide yourself with 
a common painter's brash, with a handle 
about ten inches long. 
If the bristles 
are not found convenient tie a piece of 
soft rag at the end of a stick of the same 
length. 
Take the plates, and, after re- 
moving all the scraps, pile them on top 
of each other in the emr)ty dish pan. 
Pour enough hot water 
the topmost 
dish to fill the dish, tuea dipping up one 
end of the dish with your finger, wash 
front and back with the brush. 
la 
Fratce special brushes trimnicd 
with 
thin rope about four inches long, Instead 
of brushes are used for this purpose. 


Kemember, it is not the plates, but 
the hot water, that pains the hands. 
When this is completed the water will be 
in the next dish. 
Lift the clean dish 
out, and place it on its edge against the 
wall. 
Put in more hot water, and per- 
form the same operation on all the other 
dishes, and when the work is 
finished 
you will find that the heat has dried the 
plates, aud that they do not require to 
be wiped. 
By this method you need not 
scald or wet your hands, and you also 
avoid the trouble of wiping, which is 
half the work.—Detroit News.
